Cuba to the United Betions. I note that in this letter you 
heve stated that ‘the IL-2 madium bombers statiaed on Cuban 
tarritory’ are the ‘property of the Soviet Government’ and that 
‘if the Goviet Government considers it desirable for the 

smooth conduct of the negotiations and the solution of the 
crisis to withdrew these planes, the Revolutionary Goverment 
of Cuba will not object to this decision’. I believs that this 
ete “emant of the position of your Goverment has elgnificsnily 
contrivuted to the solution of the crisis. 


*At the same time I note that you tare prepared gincerely to 
c“nsidger a brond solution which will resolve the present 
tension onca for all'. I welcome this declaration and I 
hope that ve may continus to keep in touch through Ambassador 
iecingsn. if at any time you feel thet direct contact with we 
is desireble and could be useful, I am et your service,”
